Something must be done goon in 
the matter of housing here in An- 
dover. More and more people seem 
to want to live here, or find an 
apartment here— but there aren’t 
enough homes or apartments to 
take care of the people that are 
already living here. 

We 
invite a minister to come here to 
serve, and in three months no place 
can be found for him to live. A 
teacher accepts a position in the 
local schools, and then has to later 
decline it because she can’t find 
any place to live. Thanks to the 
OPA, also, it’s practically impos- 
sible to buy a house and move in, 
because there are miles of red tape 
and months of delay and many le- 
gal technicalities before you can 
make the previous tenant move. In 
some cases here in Andover, peo- 
ple are actually living in camps 
until they can get into their own 
house or one that they have rented. 

With construction restrictions 
relaxed, it is hoped that building 
will soon be resumed here in An- 
dover. We have a low tax rate and 
a nice town, and it’s little wonder 
that people want to make their 


homes here.
